~ don't wear trainers & dress up smart & you too can share the spread love experience.” 


The people who run this tasteful night are Andy, DJ Dominic & John, they have been doing The 
Gass Club every week since February of this year & ever since they opened the doors at The 
Gass, they regularly turn away between 50 & 100 people every ee, The DJ line up is DJ 
Dominic, The Hermit, Norris Windross, Steve Flight & Darryl B take it in turns to warm up The 
Gass on a Sunday. The promoters always have a guest slot between 1.30 am-3.00 am — the 
likes of Nigel Benn, Linden C & Dave Commacho can be seen to name but a few on the decks 
on this regular Sunday night. The price is only £5 for members (membership is only £1!!) or £7 
for non-members. We asked John why he thought the night had been successful & he said that 
there hasn't been any trouble at the club — which is probably due to the fact that alcohol is not 
on sale, the music policy is excellent & the security who they use are tight but right.

John have worked together back in 1989 with Centreforce FM & used to run a club called “The 
Pink Toothbrush” in Rayleigh, Essex — DJ's were Grooverider, Rhythm Doctor & Two DJ's from 
the radio station. This was the first house club in Essex & attracted massive weekly crowds & 
stayed busy for 1 years which led them onto The Goldmine Club in Canvey Island, Essex, 
from there they started Clink Street in London in 1990. These are the main promotions that 
Andy & John were involved in before The Gass Club.

A: We get actors from Eastenders & The Desmonds, Maria Whittaker, Nigel Benn, Keith 
Thomas, lan Wright & Ryan Giggs to name but a few!

After this they knew 
that they needed a bigger venue which led them to The Astoria. Other promoters have tried to stage House 
& Garage events at The Astoria & none of them have attracted a large crowd — until Galax-E arrived!
